American Engineering Council Plans 
Uniform Traffic Code Adoption in U.S. 


JEW YORK, April 17.—Plans to | 
bring about the adoption of 
uniform traffic practice in every 
municipality of the United States 
were announced yesterday by the 
American Engineering Council, 29 

West 39th St. 

Through state committees which | 
are being selected the council will 
urge official recognition of the 
recommendations resulting from a 
year’s nation-wide survey by its 
committee on street traffic, signs, 
Signals and markings. The survey 
covered thirty-five states and the 
returns analyzed were collected in 
more than one _ hundred cities, 
having a population of over 33,000,- 
000. 

The report of the committee, now 
available to the public, declares that 
the practice recommended will by 
general use make traffic on city 
streets beth safer and more conven- 
ient. 

“The density of traffic in many 
cities emphasizes the need of stand- 
ardizing traffic signs, signals and 
markings,” said A. W. Berresford, 
president. “In these cities the safety 
of every one depends upon the in- 
stant anc full recognition of the} 
meaning of the message to be con- 
veyed by the traffic-control devices, 
but the diversity of use and mean- 
ing that now prevails causes great 
hazard and delay. 

“Every effort has been made to 
produce a report which is a true 
expression of the best thought and

largest experience. No recommenda- 
tion has been made without careful 


| consideration of every opinion held | 


concerning the regulation of traffic. 

“The committee has not invuaria- 
bly recommended the practice that 
is most general, because some of the 
newer practices, although less com- 
mon, are deemed better than 
older ones.
